CHAPTER II. 
OF THE PROPRIETORS OF LAND, AND THEIR RIGHTS. 


" $ In the Hedayeb, as well as in the Fut bul Kud er,. and 
the Behrul Riy2h, it is ſaid, that all the lands of Sewad Irak 


are the property of the inhabitants, who have a right to ſell cr 
diſpoſe of them in any manner they pleaſe; ſuch as by mortgage, 


or gift; ; becauſe, whenever the Imäm een any land by force 
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of arms, he is at liberty either to divide it amongſt the con- 
querors, or to relinquiſh it in favor of the proprietors; and re- 
ceive kheraj_ therefrom: and in the latter caſe, the land remains 
the property of the inhabitants. 3 gi N 

10. It is no ſecret, that accord ing to the ſtrict literal con- 
ſtruction of the Hediyeh, and ſome other books, it ſhould ap- 
pear that landed property, is confined to the people of Sowad 
lrak; but thoſe who are eonverſant in the rules of compoſition, 
can diſcover, that the intention of the author of the Hedayeh, is 
not reſtricted to this ſenſe; for the arguments which he uſes to 
prove proprietory.right, makes the general application inconteſ- 
tible; and the reaſon why he inſtances Sad Irat, whilſt it is 


not his defignto limit himſelf to that ſituation, is, becauſe that ter- 


ritory having been ſubdued in the reign of the Khalif Omar, it was 
ſettled in the aſſembly of the Sihebeh®, which act of the Khalif 
Omar, was the precedent for eſtabliſhing #hera; in other coun- 
tries; therefore the lawyers deſcribe Sowad /rak, and point it 
out as an example, becauſe here. began the cuſtom of confirm- 
ing the hereditary rights of the proprietors of land; and the de- 
claration. of the commentator on the Mool- te- i Ubbur is 
decidedly to this effect.— Theſe are his words :—*© The lands 
of Sowad rat, (meaning Buſcrab, Cuſeb, and Bzghd d, 
« with their environs,) and every town that is ſubdued by 
« force of arms, when the proprietors are confirmed and con- 


« tinued therein; as well as thoſe lands where a treaty of 


peace, and fetilement for A heràj have been concluded, are 
« the property of the inhabitants, for all lawful purpoſes of 
« ſelling, giving, bequeathing, farming, dedicating to religi- 
« ous uſes; and theſe lands will deſcend to their heirs,** ..

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11. The author- of the Bebrul Reeb fays, that if the 


proprietor of land fells the ſame to another, | the Gerdi due 
therefrom, ſhall in like manner be chargeable on the purchaſer. 
If the proprietor dies, the land deſcends to his heirs ; and if the 
Proprietor dedicates the land to religious purpoſes, the &herag 
continues in its original ſtate. 5 


12. From the Fut hul Kudeer we learn, that whenever the

on the land, does not continue due; and aceordingly the whole 
or part of the profit can no longer be received, neither can 
#/her be taken from land under theſe circumſtances. On this 
principle it is ſaid in the Pehrul Ray el, that the king ought 
to ſell ſuch land at double the price a other land. And again 


from default of heirs have eſcheated to the Biet ul; M1, are 
called munlekut, and joo, and ameer. eb, and meeryeh,; whick 
names are alſo given to all lands co — 4 by force of arms, 
that have been reſerved for the pos of Muſſulmans.. The 
rule in regard to theſe two kinds of land, as ſet forth in the 
Fetawa Tatar Khanee, is either that the king appoints huſ- 


bandmen inſtead of the proprietor, to cultivate the ſoil, and 


pay the 4hers; (in proportion to the actual produce) or elſe he 
gives them the land in farm at a fixed Iherdj. And in both 
theſe caſes;,whatever be the produce is in reſpect to the huſ- 
bandman of the nature of wages, and in regard to the king, it is 
#heraj.. "Therefore if the ſettlement be for dirbems (or ready 


money) it is called herd j, mowuzzuff; and if the agreement be 


in kind, it is ſtiled 4heraj mokoſſimmeh, both of which will be 


- fully explained. in the proper place. Now in both theſe ſitu- 


ations, the huſbandman cannot ſell or diſpoſe of the land i _ any 
way, neither is it hereditary, 


14. If the King þ beſtows on att one mawt (or waſte land) 
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chat perſon becomes the proprietor, although he be not of the 
deſcription” of abil muſa riß, which character will preſently be 
deſcribed. No perſon hath power to diſpoſſeſs the cultivator of 
ſuch mowaͤt land, it being lawful to ſell it, to appropriate it to 
religious fifes, and to difpoſe of it us an inheritance. 5 
15. Tt'is lawful for the king to grant arable land to any 
perſon as an at (or jaygeer), but he will only be proprietor of

ing ceaſed from that period, the endownients which. have ſince 
been granted from the Biet al Mal, for the beneſit-of learned 
men, are a kind of compeniation, fon what was formerly paid out 
of the Biet ul Mal, and which former allowance from that de- 
partment, was not in conſideration of any duty to be performed 
by them, but only intended to promote their ſtudies in general;

the produce, nor yet one who might ſtand in the place of the 
proprietor, to pay the thera ; and that moreover in order to ju- 
ſtify ſuch a meaſure, there muſt not be any money in the Biet ul 
Mal; which concurrence of circumſtance can ſcarcely happen 
in ſo rich a country as Hindoſtan, although amongſt the wilds 
and deſerts of Arabia, it is poſſible that all theſe circumſtances”. 
might ſometimes concur. It is therefore proved, that to force 
the lands from the proprietors, in order to fell them, in the ter-

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been collected together without any detail, ſo a the kheraj of 
the vines is not diſtinguiſhed; ; in that caſe, if it can be aſcertained 
that vines have always occupied the ſame ſpot as at preſent, and 
the land has alſo always been in the ſame ftate, having aſcertained 
the #heraj of the vines and of the land, they ſhall divide the 
kherj, of the whole eſtate into two parts, according to the pro- 
portion of vines and of land. 
. 92. Again ſuppoſe there is a village, the lands of which 
paying difterent rates of khersj, the perſon whoſe lands pay the 
higeſt rate, requeſts-to have them put upon the ſame footing with 
the others: lawyers are of opinion, that if it cannot be aſcertain- 
ed whether from the firſt the herd was equal, or of different 
rates, no alteration ought to take place. 

02> Whenever a perſon plants vines, or other fruit trees on

95: When on the land of any perſon there ſhould happen to 
grow reeds, tamariſks, pines, will ows, or other unprofitable trees, 
then if it is poſſible to fell them and cultivate the ſoil, and he neg- 
lects to do fo, he is ſubject to #heraj; but if he has not the 
means of doing ſo, &hergj is not demandable from it. 

96. If there be a parcel of kherjee land, producing ſalt, whe- 
ther it be little or much, the rule is that if the proprietor hath the 
ability to convert it into arable land, and water can be conveyed 
to it, it is ſubject to kheray; but if the land is not ſupplied with 
water, or it is ſituated on a mountain, ſo that no water can come 
to it, then the kheraj is not demandable. 

97. lt behoveth the ſovereign in collecting the tberkj, to em- 
ploy a perſon who Will treat the people with tenderneſs, and ob- 
ſerve juſtice in exaCting the tax; receiving from every one 
kheraj, i in proportion to the crops: that is to ſay,, if one ſpot. 

roduces both fpring and autumn harveſts, during the ſpring har- 
veſt, he is to eſtimate what may be expected from the land in 
autumn; then when he has aſcertained, that the prodnce of au- 
tamn will be equal to that of fpring, he mall divide the her, 


and will be equal to that of the other half in autumn: and on 
vegetables 


e if Felge get time in a year, he ſhall take a fifth part 
of the kheray, at each time of gathering; or if four times, he ſhall 
take the fourth of the theraj from each gathering, and conduct 
his buſineſs after this manner, by eſtimate. _ 

98. It is alſo proper, that in collecting herd at the time of 
crops being ripe, due regard be paid to the various uſages c of dif- 
ferent places. 


Till the proprietor o of land has paid the #h:ra7, he cannot 


diſpoſe of the crop, and if he expends any part, he is accountable 
for it, 

100. The king hath power to ſequeſter the crops, till the 
kheraj is diſchatged. 

101. It is lawful for a perſon to pay the herd in advance 
for one br two years; but any one fo paying beforehand, if du- 
ring that period his land ſhould be inundated, the king is obliged 
to make him reſtitution of the khzraj. 

102. If a perſon dies without having paid the Rherdj, it ſhall 
be levied out of his effeQs. 


103. Amongft the wile "BEER of the Perſian monarchs- 


which have 'been commended by lawyers, is the following : 
Whenever any ' calamity happened to the land of an 
huſbandman, theſe monarchs charged themſelves with the provi- 
ſion of ſeed and ſubſiſtence, which they iſſued from the treaſury, 
faying,.** ſhall not we who partake of the huſbandman's profits, 
be alſo ſharers of his loſs ?” and ſurely it is the duty of Mo- 
hammedan princes to purſue the ſame courſe, — Thus far is ex- 
tracted from the Fetawa Alumgeery, &c. 

104. It is neceſſary here to remark, that i in the Hedaych and 


Behr ul Rayek, it is ſaid, “ the cultivators of land of $454 coun- 
* try*s N 1 money from all the lands, are left to their wn 


1 diſcretion, becauſe the quantity of erg; is taken in any thing 
that can be its repreſentative;” from whence we may conclude, 
that it is alſo allowable for the ſovereign of Hindoofſtan to re- 
ccive money from the cultivators, with their conſent, in ſatis- 
faction of one ſaa on each Jereeb, (or beegab.) 


CHAPTER V. 
or Ax-AsHIR AND ALL MATTERS RELATIVE To THAT or Io 


10 5. AN Air is a a.perſon employed by the king to collect 
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fade beb, (or road duties) on merchandize ; and who is ſtationed 

on the public roads\ frequented by merchants, in order that they 
may be preſerved by him from moleſtation. It is ſtipulated in 
the Bher ul Rayek that an aſhir ſhall be a free man, arid of any 
Mohammedan tribe excepting that of Haſbem. 

106. , Alſo in the Bher ul Rayek and other books is ſet forth, 

that mal 2ikat comprizes two kinds — 1ſt. Apparent, ſuch as 
cattle and goods, transported by merchants by the ways where 
the aſbir is ſtationed ;—and 2d, hidden, ſuch as gold, ſilver, and 
articles of merchandize in their own warehouſes. 

107. The power of axacting duties on apparent property is 
veſted in the king, or his repreſentatives. Before the king can 
be entitled to exact ſudeſteh, he muſt be in a condition to afford 

protection to the merchants ; therefore if rebels poſſeſs themſelves 
of a city, or village, and exact ſudekeb, the k ing can have no right 
to demand it again from the merchants. 

108. There is alſo a ſtipulation that property amo unting to 
a ni/aub*, ſhall continue not to be ſubject to any demand for 
one year. Ihe detail of the niſſaub 1 is ſet forth in books which 
treat of zehat. 

109 It is moreover a ſipulation, that the property be appa- 
rent, aud the proprietor on the ſpot ; therefore if the property of 
a perſon is produced during his abſence, the aſbi is not em- 

A powered to exact the duties therefrom. - 

110. There are alſo other conditions to be obſerved, which 
are ſet forth in books treating of zekat. 

111. Rates of ſudeſat which the afhir is to exact from mer- 
chants are as follows: From Muſſulman merchants the fourth 
of uſher or 22 per cent; from a Zimmee, or a Bennee Tughleb, 5 
per cent; from à Hirkee ten per cent. In exacting this ber

112. Whoever paſſes the Hir whether Muſſulman, Zim- 
mee, or Hirbee, having leſs than 200 dirhems, the hir has not 
power to exact any thing from him ; whatever he may know of 
ſuch merchant having other goods in his own houſe. 

113. If a perſon paſſes an aſbir, and ſays the goods which 
« ] have brought along with me, and thoſe of the ſame kind 
ce which are in my houſe, have not yet been a year in my poſ- 
« ſeſſion; or he ſays, I am indebted to people for them,” 
or he ſays, . before I commenced my journey J had given to 
e the poor the ſudeteh due on theſe goods” or aſſerts that an- 
other aſhir who had been at this ſtation in the ſame year, has al- 
ready received it, and he confirms his aſſertion by an oath, the 
aſoir ſhall not exact the fudekeh from him: however, if it 
ſhall appear that in the courſe of that year the Imam had not 
appointed any other aſbir in that place, his word is not to be 
taken, they ſhall exact the ſudekeb from him: and in like man- 
ner if he pretends, that he paid the ſudeſeh after he had commen- 
ced his journey, the a/hir ſhall exact the duty. = 

114. If the merchant ſays he has paid the duty to another 
aſbir, and afterwards it is diſcovered to be falſe, the ſudekeh is 
to be taken, although years ſhould have elapſed. 

115. © Whatever evidence is required to prove the aſſertion of 
a Mufſulman, the ſame ſhall be required from a Zimmee. If a 
Limmee ſays, I have given the Jezeryeh to ſome poor Zimmees, his 
word is not to be taken, 

116. If a Muflulman, or Zimmee, on paſſing an aſbir along

It is moreover politively enjoined, 
that a perſon cannot enjoy the benefit under any of theſe deſ- 
criptions, unleſs he be in a ſtate of poverty. The office where 
this kind of revenue is received, is called Bit ul Mal judekeh. -

About two miles from Ongole, is a curious contrivance for 2 
raiſing water, by means bf a large teathern bucket of a hemiſpheri. dS 
cal form; with a hole in the bottom, to which is fixed a pipe, alſo 5 
of leather, about five feet long. For ſuſpending the bucket a ene 


Is fixed i in the fol lowing manner; 


On the fide of the well, two. pieces of wood are pat op. inclin- 

ing a little towards the well, and joined by. a croſs piece at top, 5 
which ſupports a pulley above i it; and between the feet of the twa 
poſts i is a wooden roller, The bucket i is hung, by croſs rods at its 
mouth, to a rope, which paſſes over the pulley, and. is yoked, at the 
other end, to a pair of oxen; another rope is tied to the end af the 
leathern pipe, paſſes. over the wooden roller, and is alſo yoked ta 
the oxen. When the bucket is let down into the water, it is filled, : 

and then the oxen are made to draw it up. During this time, the 


end of the pipe being ſupported by the rope, as high a8 the ſurface 
of the water in the bucket, none can eſcape, till it riſes to the 
wooden frame ; when the bucket being hoiſted up to the pulley, 5

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N The annexed plate with * I was favored b my ingenious 
friend Mr. Warren, will give a more diſtinct idea, ,0 this invention, 
than can be conveyed by any deſcription. Ke 
which 
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which is ſituated two miles beyond the village of Chicoortie, the diſ. 
tance whereof, from Ongole, 1s fourteen miles, ſeven furlongs. | 
we encamped at Chicoortie, and next * at . light, reach- 
ed the bottom of the Hill. | 
It may be divided into three regions. Aſter a very geg afvent 
we got into a valley, from which we could ſee a peak, on the left 
hand, which 1n this poſition appears to be the top of the mountain: | 
but on aſcending further, which is done by a very, rugged path, we 
got into a ſecond valley, at the end of which, we diſcovered ano 
ther peak, higher than the former; and on climbing this, the ſums 
mit of the mountain appeared a good way further on, and in height 
about 100 feet above this peak. We arrived at this ſummit at half 
an hour paſt ſeven o clock. By an obſervation made with the Ba- 
rometer, i in a Plain, about zo feet below the top of the Hill, that 
Plain was found to be 1822 feet above the bottom, by Sir George 
Shuckburgh's Rule, and 1796, by Colonel Roy's. By an 0blerva- 
tion, made at the South bank of the Manaire, within two miles of 
the Sea, and very little above its level, the bottom of the Hill is 
found to be higher by 209 feet; whence its top is 2061 feet above 
the ſame lev el. About half paſt ten got to the bottom. 


The day, being cloudy, obſcured a moſt extenſive proſpect, 
which we ſhould otherwiſe have had, The Sea, in particular, 


opens to view, by the time one has got half way up. However 
the clouds exhibited an entertaining ſcene. We were totally enve- 
loped i in one, which was carried along by a ſtrong wind, with great 
velocity, and appeared like a very ſmall rain, but the particles were. 
ſo minute that they could not be. ſeen on any object expoſed to 
them : it only occaſioned a little dampneſs. It was attended with 
repeated flaſhes of lightening; and, from this elevation, we enjoy- 
ed the intereſting ſpectacle of clouds, rolling below, in accumulated 
volumes, ſweeping the plain with violence, and diſcharging, upon 
it, a torrent of water. The heat at the top of the mountain, was

Upon it ſtand two ſquare buildings, exactly alike 
in form and dimenſions, being terminated by Cupolas at Top, 
and havi ing a ſquare Tower on each corner.
